Tue immovable, unimpressible 
Chinese, the nation of peace-lovers 
who regard the occupation of the 
soldier as among the lowest in the 
social scale, are, perhaps not so 
paradoxically as it sounds, chronic 
sufferers from unrest. Rebellious 
have been part of their everyday 
history for centuries; brigands are 
accepted by the authorities as a 
matter of course, if they are not 
actually in league with the au- 
thorities ; riots are merely a crude 
but easy method of expressing 
public opinion, Facts like these, 
so well known to all who live in the 











East, make it unnecessury to pay 
too mpch attention to the reports 
ofriotsyand “disorders, usually of a 
purely local-character, which have 


lately come to hand from many 
parts of the country, Yet in view 
of the increasing demand on the 
art of Young China for complete 
freedom from outside interference, 
it is worth while recapitulating 
‘once again the list of riots which 
have come to notice in our own 
columns during the past month or 
so. In Kiangsi province in the 
districts of Poyang and Singtze, 
there were disturbances aimed at 
the local officials requiring the 
dispatch of troops from Nanchung, 
aud in a district consequently 
which might be thought to have 
had its fill of riot lately. In 
Hunan, which from being the 
most reactionary of provinces is 














laying claim to be the most 
progressive, there was a dis- 
turbance in the district of 


Pingchiang. Nearer Shanghai we 
have recorded disorders in Chia- 
hsing prefecture, Chékiang _pro- 
vince; and in Chibli, the strong rule 
of Yuan Shih-kai himself bas not 
revented an outbreak at Kao’ 
in this connection also may 
mentioned the mysterious placards 
with which Peking has again been 
recently posted, and the mischievous 
appeals on bebalf of the Patriotic 
Fund which have been circulated 
throughout the north. 

None of these incidents is _pos- 
sibly of much importance in itself. 
Collectively even they represent 
nothing like the violence from which 
a great Western nation, which 
equally with China is reaching out 
towards modern ideas, is suffering 
in the process of transition. Yet 
are they all indications that the 
hands of the Government, cen- 
tral and provincial alike, are 
still far from strong. New autho- 
rities are being constantly created, 
the formation of a »ew Great Board 
or the organising of a fresh province 
is becoming an ordinary occurrenee 
but in too many instances ib is 
merely a transference in name, and 
when a change has been intended 
in any sense’ to be effective, i, 
has been ordered not so much 
with a view to improving defective 
conditions as to assert claims and 
dignities, which have — nothing 
substantial to sustain them. The

Georgia fifty per cent approximately 
was for the export trade and 
three-fourths of the export trade 
was with China, During the Boxer 
years there was much” suffering 
among these southern mils; since 
then there had been «great 
rocovery and Inst year the demand 
was the greatest on record. Now, 
however, the orders had dropped by 
75 per cent and manufacturers 
were looking forward to the summer 
and autumn with a great deal of 
anxiety, Thé diminution would 
not appear as yet in the consular 
reports, For the last month or twa 
there had been “no orders at all,” 
and this should be the brisk time 
with trade. Mr. Silas D, Webb, 
President of the China and Japan 
Teiding Company, and himself a 
resident for fifteen years in China, 
also declared this ty be a very 
serious question. His firm had 
shipped practically everything under 
the sun except coffins to China, 
and “in the last three months 
our business has been not much 
more than an eighth or a tenth of 
what it was a year ago.” Mr. 
Webb could not explain how 
that the grievance of the Exclusion 
‘Law had not affected trade during 
the previous years of its operations, 
but he felt that “a change in the 
Iaw would help the situation very 
much, and if we do not have the 
law changed it will be a very 
serious matter for our trade.” Mr. 
Smyth and Mr. Webb were agreed 
in saying thal Japanese competi- 
tion counted for nothing at all. 
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These very briefly are the facts 
placed before the sub-committee, To 
the manufacturers, merchants, and 
missionaries who made up this in- 
fluential deputation, ns previously to 
President Roosevelt, they appeared 
as valid arguments in support of, 
some such change as Mr. Foster’s 
bill would bring about.

THE 
CHINESE IMPERIAL 
POST OFFICE IN 
1905. 


Ith May. 

‘Tue Report on the working of the 
Post Office for the yenr 1905, with 
the accompanying documents, oc- 
cupies no fewer than fifty pages of 
the lust Annual Report on’ the 
Foreign Trade of China, and shows 
a continued development and steady 
progress, The list of establish- 
ments now number 1,626, of which 
number 307 were added during the 
year. The total of articles dealt 
with, which was 66} inillions in 
1904, rove to 76 millions. Parcels 
advanced from 771,000 to over 
1,000,000. From a financial point: 
of view the year was a remarkable 
one, inasmuch as the Postul 
Organisation cessed, for the first 
time since its foundation, to appeal 
for pecuniary help from the sister 
service, the Customs, and this not- 
withstanding the fact that of the 
promised subsidy more than half 
was not paid. 

Looking at a few of the details 
of the Report, we find that among 
the northern districts, those of 
Peking, K‘aiféng, and Chinan show 
a striking advance, which amounts 
to over 2,000,000 articles for Pek- 
ing (Chibli proper) (o nearly 
1,000,000 for ‘af, and over 
800,000 for Chinan. Tientain, with 
its 500,000 articles for the district, 
remained nearly stationary. New. 
chwang fell from 5,000,000 to a 
little over 1,000,000, but it is point 
ed out that this decline is only 
temporary and was due to military 
exigencies. There seem, fortunately, 
to be good prospects ‘of an enrly 
recovery. 

Turning to Central China, wo 
are reminded that the two chief| 
offices, one at Chungking and the 
other at Chéngtu, the provincial 
capital, include ‘the whole of 
Szechuen, which is one of the 
largest, wealthirst, and most popu- 
lous provinces of Chin», During 
the year 30 postal establishments 
were added to the list, making a 
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total of 125, From about 1,000,000 
articles, operations rose to 1,500,000, 
while parcels increased from 15,000 
to over 22,000. Ichang wade a 
great stride forward as did Shasi 
also, Changsha and Yochow, in 
Hunan, are progressing rapidly. 
Hankow, which commands ore of 
the largest and most promising 
postal districts of China, continued 
to be remarkable more for its 
increase in establishments, now 
numbering 113, than for ‘actual 
results, The opening of the Ching- 
Han railway will have a great 
effect on this important centre, 
As far as the Shensi province is 
concerned, the results thus far 
have been but meagre, 

We come next to the Lower 
ygize and neighbouring. dis- 
tries, Nanking is doing ex-|I 
ceedingly well, while substantial 
progress was made in the Wuhu and 

fatung distrie s. Chinkiang, has 
greatly incrensed its operations. At 
Shanghai matters have most satis- 
factorily advanced ; that the figures, 
however, show little or no progress 
is explained to be due to defective 
records. Business has been brisk, six 
more agencies have been added to 
the list, and numerous b:x offices 
have been planted about the For- 
eign Seitlements. Business in tho 
Soochow, Ningpo, and Hangchow 
districts, proved, likewise," most, 
satisfactory. 

The only remaining section to 
notice is thet-of the South China 
and Yunnan gtations, in which, of| 
course, Canton holds the first plice. 
Progress has teen wonderful there 
for some time past, its postal possi- 
bities being very great. Next 
comes Foochow, than which few 

iatricts have progressed more eatis- 
The Wuchow figures are 
satisfactory also, Amoy nearly 
doubled its operations, whilet Swa- 
tow also made good advance. In 

‘enchow and Santuao business is 
looking up, but owing to their 
situation between the sea and a 
mountainous region poorly populat- 
ed these two districts have but a 
restricted cerelopment for the 
fature. Téngyueh and Mengize 

le a substantial advance, but 
Kuingchow, Pakhoi, Lungchow, and

Since thon the wretched in- 
habitants have been exerting them- 
selves to rebuild their houses and had 
progressed substantially with many of 
them, when this second calamity has 
again levelled the town to the ground.

As the gonersl meeting of the Insti- 
tute occurred three mouths after our 
last report, there is less to record in the 
present report.

greater loyalty to China and the Chi- 
nese Government, as antagonism to 
foreign influence, and especially ot 
phase of foreign inter 
large amount of dissatisfaction and rest 
lessness, aud the Chinese offic 
sorely puzzled as to tho best way to 
reserve peaoo in the land and with 
foreign vations.

Sim,—On the 30th of April, 1906, 
application for re-export was prosented 
to the Customs at Shanghai on some 
foreign-made goods “duty paid” for 
jingtao, At the same time an invoice 
showing nature and value of goods was 
shown to the Customs. 

On this ro-export application an 
officer at the Memo-desk marked “ to 
pay” and passed on the application. By’ 
this, it was supposed, that the per: 
for re-export was allowed, but it would 
be treated as fresh import at the port 
of arrival where duty may or may not 
be levied. 

However the goods went forward

Once I had the oppor- 
tunity of speaking to a high Customs 
‘authority about this matter, and I have 
beon told that “ this In 
former times woollons for foreign use 
paid no duty at all, but since we have 
to pay duty on goods for foreign con- 
sumption, I seo n0 reason why wo 
should pay twico, even when the original 
package bas to bo broken into and 
parts of it distributed in various Chinese 
Treaty Porte. 

I thought that by the provisions of 
the MacKay Troaty foreign importers 
have to pay an increased rate of duty 
on imports so as to allow them free and 
unbampered trading from one Treaty 
Port, where Customs duty has been

Once more the C

the government. Verbiest besides his 
position in the Bureau of Astronomy 
and Mathematics and his labours as 
instructor, author, and missionary, did

appreciated in casting several hundred 
cannons. Once when 320 of these 
wore to be tested in the Imperial pres 
‘ence, he was allowed to erect an altar 
1d to perform the sacred rites of the 
Church. It is also recorded that for 
more than five months he was surmmoned 
daily into the palace, 
employed almost the whole day 
explaining to the Emperor the Western 
ideas of mathomatics and astronomy. 
All the scientific works of the Jesnite, 
amounting to 120 volumes, were in the 
library of the Emperor. Later on, from 
1708 to 1718, ten of the learned Jeauita 
wero employed to make » complete 
survey of the Em = task both of 
groat labour and utility. 
When in 1601 the Viceroy of Ché- 
Kiang provinoe issued « proclamation of 
persecution, Father Gerbillon, who had 
helped in effecting a treaty’ of amity 
Detween China and Russis, used his 
influence with a high Prince who hed 
been associated with him to check

neceusary etiquette from one Kotsuke 
no Buke, During the course of these 
imsons Takumi no Kami was stung 
beyond endurance by the insolenco and 
rapacity of his teacher (who, though of 
noble birth. was a craven and miserly 
villain) and struck at him with his 
‘Inggee. Althongh Kotsuke no Suke 
was practically unharmed. his assailant 
was condemned to commit haraki 
After his death his retainers. to tl 
number of forty-seven, banded therm. 
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i Kuranosuke, and swore sol- 
emnly to bring the wicked Kotsuke no 
Suke to his death, To this end they!

Olaf Janson, cross-examined, said 
that the firm of Thoresen & Co, 
had been established since 1806 and 
witness had been employed by them 
for two years and nine months. Since 
his arrival here he bad supervised 
the construction of motor Isunches. 
He had not supervised the con- 
struction of motor launches before 
joining Thoresen & Co. So far as he 
knew, Mr. Thoresen was not dissatisfied 
the engineoring department. Mr. 
Thoresen was not responsible: witness 























was responsible to the people at 
home. The firm here was a branch 
of a Norwegian firm at Christiania. As 
Assistant \Goverumont> Inspector in 
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Norway, witness bad had the supi 
vision of both lighting and power 
stations.

Io probably arose from the fact 


that one of the original members of 
the Virginia Company was a Bishop 


of London and that the Company 
had its headquarters in London, 
But such oversight did not amount 
to much. Commissaries were sent 
to correct abuses and settle difficul- 
ties, but they had no real epis- 
copal authority. It was a Bishop 
that was wanted. So thought at 
least the Rev. Nicholas Moreau 
when he wrote in 1697 to an Eng- 
lish Bishop: “ An eminent Bishop 
being send out here will make hell 


tremble and settle the Church of 


England in these parts for ever.” 
The difficulty of sending Bishops 
to the colonies did not rest chiedly 
with the Church; it was rather 
political. At home it was urged 
that colonial Bishops would foster 
a spirit of independence from the 
mother country, and in the colonies 
it was feared that the Bishops 
would introduce a spirit of tyran- 
nical government from which the 
colonies wished to be kept free. In 
defending themselves against the 
one charge the unfortunate Church- 
men were found guilty of the other. 
It must be admitted also that the 
Church at home had some doubte as 
to her right and authority to appoint 
out of England Bishops of the 
Church of England.

As regards Chi 
the whole country has been mapped 
out into dioceses in which English 
Bishops have jurisdiction; on
